Pittsburg, May 1.—Two train rob­ 
bers who evidently boarded the New 
York and St. 
I a u i I s express on the 
Panhandle railway of the Pennsylva­ 
nia system at the Union stittIon in 
this city when that train left, over­ 
powered the express messenger and 
got away with four bags of currency 
containing an amount of money as yet 
unknown. 
The robbery was committed near 
Walker's Station, a particularly lonely 
and isolated s|»ot in a rough section of 
country about eleven miles west of 
the city. 
T he train, one of the fastest 
on the road, which is not scheduled 
to stop between here and Steubens- 
ville, O., was brought to a sudden 
halt by an emergency signal from the 
bell cord and when Conductor William 
Lufferty went forward to learn the 
trouble he found Adams express mes­ 
senger, N. Roshen, bound and gagged 
in the express car and so frightened 
that he could not give any connected 
report of what had happened. 
A brief 
rejiort was telegraphed to the Pitts 
burg offices of the company from Ren 
nersdale, 
t he 
next 
telegraph office 
and from Steubensville as full a re­ 
port as possible was sent In by the 
conductor. 
Except 
that 
both of the robbers 
were white, the express messenger is 
unable to give any description that 
would aid the secret service forces 
of the Panhandle and 
Pennsylvania 
Railway company's city and county 
detective forces, all of whom have 
been called out to work on the case. 
The e\pr**ss safe was open, accord­ 
ing to information received here, as 
the messenger was making up bills 
for packages received from the local 
offices anti the robbery was accom­ 
plished in a very few minutes. 
It Is known that four bags, all sealed 
and 
containing money, 
were 
taken 
from the car, but nothing is known 
as io the amount of money in either 
bag. 
The train is one of the most 
important on the road and usually ear 
rles much currency and other express 
m atter from New York, as well as 
from intervening stations to Western 
points. 
The robbery w’as one of the most 
daring that has ever been committed 
in 
this section. 
There Is 
a dens*» 
forest near Walker's station, where 
the robbers pulled the bell and left 
the train, and it was into the woods 
that the robbers disappeared.

But Outlaw s Obtained at Least Four 


Bags of Currency— Made Their Es­ 


cape From Train and Took to the 


W oods Near W alker’a Station. 


Pittsburg, May I.—Two train rob­ 
bers who evidently boarded the New 
York and St. Louis express on the 
Panhandle railway of the Pennsylva­ 
nia system at the Union station In 
this city when that train left, over­ 
powered the express m essenger and 
got away with four bags of currency 
containing an amount of money as yet 
unknown. 
The robbery was comm itted near 
W alker’s Station, a particularly lonely 
and isolated spot In a rough section of 
country about eleven railes w est of 
the city. 
T he train, one of the fastest 
on the road, which ii not scheduled 
to stop between here and S te u b e n ­ 
ville, O., was brought to a sudden 
halt by an em ergency signal from the 
bell cord and when Conductor W illiam 
Lafferty w ent forward to learn the 
trouble he found Adams express m es­ 
senger, N. Roshen, bound and gagged 
in the express car and so frightened 
that he could not give any connected 
report of what had happened. 
A brief 
report was telegraphed to the Pitts 
burg offices of the company from Ren­ 
n erd a le, the next telegraph office, 
and from S teu b en v ille as full a re­ 
port as possible was sent in by the 
conductor. 
Except th a t both of th e robbers 
w ere white, the express m essenger is 
unable to give any description that 
would aid the secret service forces 
of the Panhandle and Pennsylvania 
Railway com pany’s city and county 
detective forces, all of whom have 
been called out to work on th e case. 
T he express safe was open, accord­ 
ing to information received here, as 
the m essenger was making up bills 
for packages received from the local 
offices and the robbery was accom ­ 
plished in a very few minutes. 
It is known that four bags, all sealed 
and 
containing money, w ere taken 
from the car, but nothing is known 
as to the amount of money in either 
bag. 
T he train is one of th e most 
im portant on the road and usually car 
ries much currency and other express 
m atter from New York, as well as 
from intervening stations to W estern 
points. 
T he robbery was one of th e most 
daring th at has ever been com m itted 
in 
this section. 
There is 
a dense 
forest n e a r W alker's station, wThere 
the robbers pulled the bell and left 
the train, and it was into the woods 
that the robbers disappeared.

Potatoes should be the main market 
crop of northeastern Minnesota. 
The 
soil and climatic conditions are especial­ 
ly favorable to both quality and yield 
and the market is extensive. 
The market at the present time is 
largely supplied by shippers further 
south that ship in car load lots, and 
the local farmer with a few loads of 
mixed potatoes is often at a disadvant­ 
age to sell.

BEACONS 
UNDER 
W ATER. 


Submarine Lights Strung on rn Cable 
to Show Way to Mariners. 
Ad ingenious device for illuminating 
harbors aud waterways has recently 
been patented by Mr. L. Dion of Wilkes- 
barre, Pa. 
It consists of a cable hav­ 
ing 
connected 
at 
intervals 
short 
branches to which are attached lncan 
Bescent electric lamps fitted with re­ 
flectors w’hlch will concentrate the light 
Into parallel beams as neurly as pos­ 
sible and send it upward, says the Scien­ 
tific American. The lamp and reflector 
are made sufficiently buoyant so that 
they will maintain an upright position. 
The cable thus equipped is then laid In 
the proper position in the waterway to 
be lighted up and connected with « 
source of electric supply from shore 
The course of the channel will thus be 
marked out by brilliantly lighted spots 
on the surface of the water. 
It is a 
well known fact that even the highest 
waves do uot produce any disturbance 
a very short distance below their own 


depth. 
The cable with its connected 
lamps will therefore always be la 
practically still water. 
The only condition under which this 
system would seem to be unavailable 
would be where the water might be 
turbid. 
In ocean harbors or roadsteads 
there is apparently nothing in the way 
of its successful employment, aud this 
Is the view taken by numerous naval 
and navigation authorities of the high­ 
est rank. An important feature of this 
system is the fact that it offers as good 
guidance in the densest fog as in per­ 
fectly clear weather. 
Fog and wind 
practically never occur together, and 
the beam of light would therefore pro­ 
ject from the level surface of the water 
up through the fog. 
By the use of a 
water telescope, which is a tube hav­ 
ing an observation glass that can bo 
dropped beneath the surface of the wa­ 
ter, or by the provision of a bullseye 
Inserted in the hull of the vessel below 
the water line it would be possible to 
guide the ship without reference to the 
surface light on the water.
